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CART BEFORE THE HORSE 





Can breeders make money at present prices? It is an interesting 
if academic discussion, for every breeder handles his stock differently, 
has a different set of values based on overhead, his own time, his own 
method of operating his farm. A canvas of four breeders who run 
their farms with varying methods, overhead, etc., produces a wide 
range of estimated costs. A fair average for getting a Thoroughbred 
yearling to one of the big vendues, including all costs, vanning of 
mare, feeding of mare and foal, stable care, telephone, light, heat and 
the owner’s expenses of the trip, in fact everything but the actual 
stud fee, results in an estimated figure of between $2,800 and $1,800 
per head. 

The lower figure is based on an estimate of one of the largest 
and most efficiently run breeding establishments in the country. As 
the number of yearlings sent to one of the- sales increases, the cost 
per head decreases so that for the small, average breeder with from 
5 to 10 head, it is not out of the way to assume he cannot breed and 
ship a yearling to either Saratoga or Keeneland for less than $2,500 
including his stud fee. This figure is based on an actual estimate of 
a breeder shipping to Keeneland. On such a figure, how many year- 
lings sell at a profit. It is not hard to figure from a look at the 
yearling prices last year. 

At Keeneland where there is a more strict selective process than 
at Saratoga, 387 yearlings averaged $5,504 but 130 of these yearlings 
sold for $2,500 or less. In other words breeders failed to make money 
out of 22% of the yearlings offered in the Kentucky vendue in spite 
of a sale which averaged one of the highest prices in the history of 
Thoroughbred sales. At Saratoga with little selection for quality, 
395 yearlings averaged $3,477 and of this group, 223 horses sold for 
lower than $2,500. Saratoga was only off 14% from the record prices 
of last year and one Saratoga consignor, Henry Knight, received the 
highest average of any breeder for a large consignment at either 
Saratoga or at Keeneland. In spite of this 56% sold for less than 


$2,500. 


These figures point to but one thing. A great many yearlings 
are losing money for their owners at a time when prices are still 
relatively high in the horse market although the great majority of 
yearlings which are out of good producing mares and by top quality 
sires will sell for double the cost of their production or even more. 
There’is one thing certain. Every horse sold at Keeneland or Sara- 
toga regardless of his breeding cannot be a stakes winner. On the 
other hand, if Thoroughbred breeders wish to make money, they 
should not send yearlings to either of these major vendues unless they 
are out of and by stakes quality bloodstock. It may be necessary 
another year for Fasig-Tipton to develop a selective system of selling 
yearlings similar to that adopted at Keeneland. It should not be 
necessary because breeders should be able to figure their own-market 
and not send horses whose bloodlines should convince them of the 
difficulty of selling them for a good price. 

One threat to the market is the great quantity of Thoroughbred 
stallions. Many of these stallions are royally bred, but their record 
both as producers and as winners is woefully lacking. A glance at 
the Racing Manual’s last year’s roster of stallions standing in America 
whose get have placed in one or more races shows a figure approxi- 
mating 2,000 sires, yet the 20th leading sire in the whole list, Ques- 
tionnaire, produced 52 winners that earned $354,167 but only 12 of 
these horses won over $10,000, the rest ranged down to $50. Fifty 
percent of the horses won less than $3,700. If the 20th horse in 
America’s list of sires can produce but 26 horses to win more than 
$3,700, what does the 2000th sire produce. The answer is practically 
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0 and unfortunately there are a great many sires producing just that, 


The answer to this dilemma will be one of dollars and cents, 
Losses to breeders will force a solution. Before such needless loss 
steps should be taken by those breeding horses to sell to see to it, $s 
they make their, breeding programs, that they will not be among the 
sufferers; for there will be sufferers. 


Horses shouldn’t go to Saratoga or Keeneland unless they are 
so called quality stock. In this connection, before matings are made 
if breeders plan to sell the stock, they should find out if such blood. 
lines will be acceptable to the sales companies. Such thinking might 
do away with many soreheads and hurt feelings if the sales companies 
continue their selection of yearlings. Breeding should moreover be 
made with a plan in mind. A top hunter will bring a far better price 
than a poor racehorse, although both hunters and racehorses are 
nowadays Thoroughbred horses. Similarly a horse bred to win one 
of our major steeplechases will bring an excellent price. 

Some sections have long been known for their hunter breeding 
and these breeders have a natural clientele. The only trouble is that 
very few of these men are breeding for hunters. They are taking 
a long shot with inferior stock for a flat horse. If it won’t go fast 
enough, it might go over jumps and if it won’t do that it might show 
or hunt. This is certainly the cart before the horse and everyone 
doing it knows better. It is time breeders did more calculating, less 
guessing. The figures don’t lie and they spell sales losses, if breed- 
ers will not face the facts. A breeder can make more money breed- 
ing good walking horses than poor race horses any day in the week 
and his profits in top Palominos will beat his Thoroughbred program 
a mile, unless he has the quality that win races. 3reeding for profit 
must mean breeding to the best the breed has to offer, but it should 
also mean breeding for a purpose and that pyrpose in the case of 
Thoroughbreds does not necessarily have to mean breeding to race 
on the flat. ,

Myopia Enjoys 50th Anniversary Show 





Charles Rice Captures Master’s Trophy 
Won 23 Times By Members of His Family; 
Pegasus Awarded Myopia Cup Honors 


Labor Day marked the 50th anni- 
versary of the Myopia Hunt Club 
Horse Show at South Hamilton, 
Mass. This show has been held an- 
nually since 1896 with the exception 
of 3 war years. This year Frederic 
Winthrop, M. F. H. and Richard 
Preston were the able co-chairmen, 
with the added co-operation of the 
A. P. Gardner Post 194 A. L. 


The day was in every way a mark- 
ed success from the perfect weather, 
going and attendance of well over 
2,000, to the sale of souvenir pro- 
grams and preferred parking spaces 
which sold at an unprecedented pace. 

The entries were excellent, with 
many post entries throughout the 
day, far exceeding all previous 
Myopia shows. By far the largest 
classes were those for children. In 
fact, were so many entries in 
the children’s events that the com- 
mittee was obliged to postpone The 
Abbott Cup for green hunters until 
the afternoon session. 

A special golden anniversary com- 
memoration was held in mid-after- 
noon between calsses. A miniature 
drag was laid over the outside 
course, affording the spectators an 
opportunity to see just how a drag 
is executed. ‘“‘Chuck” Haley who has 
been laying the drag at Myopia for 
more than a quarter of a century 
and who had been pinning the rib- 
bons all day, took time out from 
these duties to return to the more 
familiar one of laying the drag. 

The “meet” took place in the ring 
with all riders in full hunting attire. 
George C. Clement, M. F. H., hunted 
hounds, ably assisted by his two 
whips, Frederic Ayer and Charles J. 
Rice. The Field consisted of Mrs. 
Crocker Snow and Mrs. R. H. Du- 
lany Randolph. Mrs. Gordon C. 
Prince and Mrs. Charles P. Ware 
were the only two ladies riding side 
saddle, quite a contrast to the simi- 
lar meet of 1896 when riding as- 
tride for ladies was unheard of. 
Other members of the field were 
Francis R. Appleton, Jr., Donald V. 
Little, the latter two exhibitors from 
the Norfolk Hunt; Timothy Horne, 
John Grew and his son ‘Nattie’’. 
Hounds ran a straight line with 
music all the way and the Field fol- 
lowed at a good hunting pace. 

The most coveted by far of all the 
trophies at Myopia, by members of, 
or subscribers to the hunt is the 
Master’s Cup— its inauguration hav- 
ing been at the first show. This year 
the cup was won by Mrs. Q. A. Shaw 
McKean’s home-bred chestnut geld- 
ing, Super X. Superbly ridden by 
Charles J. Rice, it was particularly 
fitting that Mr. Rice should ride the 
winner at the 50th anniversary as no 
other family has so many times dis- 
tinguished itself by winning it. His 
mother, Mrs. Emma Mandell Rice 
and his aunt, Mrs. Frederick Ayer 
were the only two ladies ever to 
have ridden the winner. His uncle, 
Frederick Ayer has won it 5 times 
and his grandfather, George  S. 
Mandell rode the winner for 7 con- 
secutive years. In fact, a member 
of this family has ridden the win- 
ning horse 23 times. As the cup is 
a perpetual trophy, a medal is al- 
ways presented outright by the Mas- 
ter. This presentation for many 
years took place at the annual Bold- 
fate preakfast but since the hunt 
has been obliged to abandon that 
meet in recent years, the -presenta- 
tion is now made at the Thanksgiv- 
ing Day breakfast. 

Frederic Winthrop, M. F. H., 
however, quite surprised Mr. Rice 
at the time of the presentation of 
the cup—he hung a medal around 
Mr. Rice’s neck—to his amazement 
it was marked with his grandfath- 
er’s name and the date 1903, being 
the original one won by Mr. Mandell. 

The Myopia Cup, which is award- 
ed to the horse amassing the great- 
est number of points, was very close- 
ly contended for by two chestnut 
geldings—Super X and Pegasus. 
Pegasus won by a very slight mar- 
gin. Owned and ridden by Miss 
Helen Powers, he is probably one of 
the pest known and most consistent 
winners in this part of New Eng- 
land. 








Greatly missed from the scene this 
year was Cottage Chat, sired by the 
well known Cottage and owned by 
Paul Fox. Having suffered a slight 
leg injury just prior to the sohw, 
she was unable to defend her laurels. 


The Myopia show, although no 
longer limited only to members of 
the Myopit Hunt, remains purely an 
amateur show. Always a welcome 
sight are the various hunt teams. 
This year, however, a perfect per- 
formance of the Ledyard Farm en- 
try of Frederick Ayer, representing 
Myopia, captured the blue, giving a 
perfect Myopia ending to a very 
successful and pleasant Myopia day, 
more nostalgic for some than for 
others, but for all, great fun and 
the best of sport.

Maryland State Fair Breeders’ Show 





High Lea Champion Thoroughbred; 
Farnley Sirius Grand Champion Pony; 
Miss Brodrick Comments On Pony Breeding

With a whopping two hundred 
and fifty-some individual horses and 
ponies crowding stall space in the 
jong barns at Timonium, the annual 
Maryland State Fair Hbrse Breeders’ 
Show began August 31, under bright 
skies. A six-day exhibit this year, 
instead of three days as it has been, 
the different divisions were wisely 
spaced out to fill three days of each 
week, and give a breathing-spell as 
well. 

Spectators filled the bleacher 
seats to watch the judging. (It is 
interesting to note that this show 
pulls a larger crowd of “just look- 
ing’ folks every year.) Horsemen, 
moreover, appreciated the unusually 
thorough work of Dr. Charles J. 
Baker, of Montreal, who judged 
every single entry from forelock to 
fetlock before carding up his final 
decisions. 

Thoroughbred clases, which began 
on Thursday after the Half-breds 
were shown Wednesday, offered a 
high level quality. G. Ray Bryson’s 
brown stallion High Lea, by Bull 
Lea, went to the top of the stallion 
class, got a careful serutiny when 
he came up against the winning 
yearling filly for the championship, 
but finally got the nod there, too. 
The filly, a chestnut daughter of 
Discovery—Ladyinthemoon, owned 
by H. L. Straus, was an outstanding 
one; she also won the special trophy 
awarded to the best Maryland-bred 
in the show. 

In besting three other stallions, 
High Lea was adjudged to have a 
“general all-round smooth confor- 
mation,” according to Dr. Baker who 


faulted him only slightly for toe- 
ing in. Cataclysm, Stadacona 
Farm’s big, sturdy bay horse, was 
2nd, in fine bloom and standing 
quietly. Deil, Major G. L. Stryker’s 
bay stallion, was called a_ lovely 


mover, but as he was just up out of 
pasture he @d not carry quite the 
flesh or the shine of ideal show 
condition. Fourth was Chaos, a 
young son of *Sickle now making 
his seasons at the Howard county 
farm of Augustus Riggs. Dr. Baker 
liked him a trifle less for pure, 
racing Thoroughbred conformation. 

Ring comment had it that the 
yearling fillies outshone the colts. 
Mr. Bryson’s Elray Farm sent in a 
close runner-up to the Discovery 
filly in a lovely brown daughter of 
Man o’Night, from a mare by John 
P. Grier. Third was another Straus- 
owned filly, this by Swing And Sway 
out of Chalotaur. 

E. S. Rockefeller won the colt 
class with his son of Zayin Clifton’s 
Queen. This was a bay, on the small 
side, and except for his neck was 
well-made. Dr. W. C. Ensor showed 
two colts by Peace Chance for 2nd 
and 3rd, having also won the brood- 
class with the lovely gray 
Heroine, by Hero Worship. 

Only five Thoroughbred 2-year- 
olds were shown. The Peach Bro- 
thers won, with Ginipec, a gray by

Ginobi, and 2nd place went to 
Diana’s Ghost, shown by Stuart 5.

No. 3 or 4-year-olds appeared. 3 
Peach Bros. of Upperville, Va.,

bred division well in hand. Out of 
the 8 classes, entries from the Peach 
Bros.’ stable captured 6 and picked 
up seconds, thirds and fourths just 
to round out the ribbon collection. 


Pony Division 

With 186 ponies on the Timonum 
Fair Grounds and one judge lacking 
at the last minute, Miss Margaret 
Brodrick, of Abergele, in North 
Wales, on hand primarily to judge 
the Welsh division, kipdly stepped 
forward to officiate for all three di- 
visions. She had her hands full, 
as this year’s Timonium offering 
was one of the most complete on re- 
cord. Humphrey S. Finney, of the 


‘“adwalader 


Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion which sponsors the biggest of 
all Maryland breeding shows, com- 
mented that in his belief it was the 
largest selection of Welsh ponies 
ever assembled at one place in this 
country. 

Miss Brodrick, who is president 
of the National Pony Society of 
Great Britain and has served pro- 
minently in the past with the Welsh 
Pony Society, was a _ meticulous 
judge, scanning each entry at least 
twice and watching every pony jog 
out before she made her decisions. 
Her reasons, given over the micro- 
phone for the benefit of an unusual- 


ly big turnout of spectators, were 
very clearly given, and exhibitors 
were genuinely pleased’ with her 


comments even when it meant mov- 
ing “to the bottom of the class.”’ 


Tuesday, the day after Labor Day, 
opened with the Welsh ponies. 
Farnley Farm, from White Post, Va., 
copped the championship with its 
stallion Farnley Sirius, while Mrs. 
Charles E. Iliff got reserve with 
Coed Coch Ebrill, a broodmare im- 
ported last year from Miss Brod- 
rick’s own Coed Coch stud in Wales. 
Mrs. lliff and Mrs. Mackay-Smith 
were well up in the blues all the way 
through with their stock. Mrs. Mur- 
ray Clark, of Forest Hill, Md., who 
is at present heading the Welsh 
Pony Club of America, didn’t do so 
well with her Tuesday exhibits, but 


came back on Wednesday in the 
Shetland division to win one tri- 
umph after another! 


Olney Susy Q., a substantial brown 
Shetland mare, beat out Supreme’s 
Silver Clipper, a gray stallion, for 
the Shetland championship, but as 
both came from Mrs. Clark’s busy 
barns, the rivalry was chiefly among 
spectators who were dividing their 
allegiance between the ‘‘old’”’ and the 
“new” type of Shetland conforma- 
tion. Miss Brodrick, while conced- 
ing that American Shetlands varied 
somewhat from the type she was 
used to, being bred here primarily 
as children’s riding animals rather 
than working weight-carriers, ex- 
plained that in Susy Q. the old-fash- 
ional four-square virtues were re- 
tained while the mare’s lovely shoul- 
der and stride assured the qualities 
of a good ride for children as well. 
The stallion, lighter and finer, did 
not have quite the bone and sub- 
stance while Miss Brodrick sought. 

Thursday, final day of the three- 
day show, found the mixed-breed 
classes extrordinarily well-filled. A 
weanling the exact color of a new 
copper penny won the colt foal class 
for Clinton P. Pitts, it being by an 
Arab sire. Arab blood predominated 
in the ponies the judge fancied, but 
there was Dartmoor, Saddle Horse, 
Tennessee Walker and whatnot else 
in sight as well. Velvet, the Hoy 
boys’ aging broodmare, got the re- 
serve grand championship to S. O. 
Graffam’s bay yearling gelding by 
Stormy Weather—Never Tell. This 
gelding went on to get an honorable 
mention in the grand championship 
of the show run-off, as the type of 
pony the judge would most like to 
see bred in this country as a chil- 
dren’s pleasure hack and hunter. 

When it came to grand champien, 
Miss Brodrick would not have “done 
right” by her own particular enthus- 
iasm for the Welsh breed had she 
failed to pin the Welsh stallion, 
Farnley Sirius, on top, “After all,”’ 
she remarked, “I’ve devotet most 
of my life to promoting the Welsh 
pony.”” In the ring, she selected 
him because, as she said, he would 
be a ‘‘worthy progenitor” and would 
stamp his get with thoroughly de- 
sirable characteristics. The Shet- 
land mare, Olney Susy Q., was re- 
serve grand champion of the show, 
for much the same reasons, as a typi- 
cal, likable broodmare whose pro- 
duce should be ideal for small chil- 
dren’s mounts. 


In a special intermission feature, 
the Governor of Maryland, W. Pres- 
ton Lane, Jr., appeared “at the mike 
to make the awards in the Sheppard 


Trophy contest. This handsome sil- 
ver bowl, donated last year for the 
first time by Lawrence Sheppard of 
the famous Hanover Shoe Farm 
(trotters), is given to the child who 
shows outstanding horsemanship and 
sportsmanship, all. year, whether 
winning in the ring or merely groom- 


ing animals and cleaning tack be- 
hind the scenes, at home on the 
farm. Fourteen-year-old Miss Fran- 


ces Howard, of Olney Farm, Joppa, 
Md., was taken completely by sur- 
prise when called forward to shake 
hands with the Governor and re- 
ceive the trophy and a small per- 
manently-owned replica. Miss Susan 
Archer, 11, of near Emmorton, Md., 
was congratulated as runner-up. 
Both girls are known as hard work- 
ers with real ability, and they take 


on virtually the complete care of 
their ponies both winter and sum- 
mer. Hearty applause greeted the 
decision. 


Miss Brodrick 

During luncheon at the Timonium 
Fair one afternoon, we took the op- 
portunity to ask Miss Margaret 
Brodrick, who served as judge, for 
her opinions on pony breeding in 
general, as she has seen it so far 
over here. 

The tall, fair-haired Welshwoman 
with the twinkling smile and bright 
blue ‘eyes, had arrived for her first 
visit to the United States (she has 
been once in Canada) only ten days 
before. She has been the guest of 
Mrs. A. Mackay-Smith of White 
Post, Va., and Capt. Charles Bassett, 
of Buffalo, N. Y., and expects to 
visit a good part of the midwest 
and perhaps Texas before her re- 
turn to Britain. As president of the 
National Pony Society and_ vice- 
president of the Welsh Pony group, 
she intends to study pony breeding 
in this country with an eye to fur- 
thering export stock at home. 

“In general,’’ she said, over a 
tongue-sandwich and fresh-peach- 
sundae, “‘you’ve a wonderful crop of 
ponies. The Shetlands are differeny 
from ours. I like the old-fashioned, 
sturdy build, with plenty of bone, 
solidly made. I’m rather against us- 
ing Shetlands for cross-breeding, 
though. The Shetland is inclined to 
have a short neck, and this I feel 
makes him not so good on the reins 
—it gives a child the wrong ‘feel’ 
of the mouth. 

“In Britain, we favor Arabs in 
cross-breeding to get a larger type. 
But you do have to be especially 
careful in selecting your Arab stal- 
lion.”’ 

Here Mr. Finney put in a word: 
“We find that Arabs are apt to be 
calf-kneed and not so good in the 
hocks.”’ 

“Yes, that’s true. Well,’’ went on 
Miss Brodrick, “if you choose’ care- 
fully and get a good Arab, he’ll con- 


tribute tremendously in head, fine 
neck, and way of moving.” 
Telling a bit about the Pony 


Clubs in Britain, her eyes lit up. 
“They have caught on tremendous- 
ly,’”’ she said. “Hundreds of children 
have joined up now. They are taught 
a great deal besides equitation— 
stable management, ailments and 
how to care for them, and a bit of 
dressage too. We have gymkhanas, 
and distance rides for the children, 
and treasure hunts and picnics for 
the lighter side of the thing, in ad- 
dition to regular shows.” 

She feels the Welsh pony, of all 
the score of pony breeds in the Bri- 
tish Isles, (which include Exmoors, 
Dales, Fells, and a dozen others 
we'd scarcely ever heard of!) is the 
most adaptable for children. ‘‘When 
the child gets older, we breed a good 
Welsh mare to a small Thorough- 
bred, polo pony, or Arabian, and 
there’s your larger-size pony.”

Miss 
Claire Murphy’s No Hurry, was re- 
serve. Claire, daughter of Mike 
Murphy, huntsman and first whip 
of the Millwood Hunt Club in Farm- 
ington, Mass., deserves a lot of cre- 
dit in making her big chestnut geld- 
ing by Hurry On into such a plea- 
sant hunter and hack in just the 
past season. She is also the girl 
who rode Ed Wilson’s B-B to the 
hunter grand championship of N. 
E. last year. 

Danny Flynn, rising young star 
of open jumping, piloted his Fluffy 
to win the championship according 
to points, while Rowdy was reserve. 
Jumper classes, because of the late- 
ness with which they began, were 
pushed up in the schedule, leaving 
the poor saddle horse riders to 
finish up their classes around mid- 
night.

Daleraker Tops Keen Competition To Take 
Conformation Championship; Joseph’s Coat 
Sails To Young Hunter Championship

The North Shore Horse Show held 
September 8, 9 and 10 on the 
grounds of the Old Field Country 
Club at Stony Brook, L. L., is tradi- 
tionally the opening of the fall show 
season on the eastern seaboard. 
However, this year on the first two 
days of the show, one would have 
thought that not fall but winter was 
approaching. The breezes blowing 
in from Long Island Sound, within 
sight of the show ground, brought 
rain and temperature in the low 
forties. The newcomers, who had 
been warned by the oldtimers to 
bring their bathing suits were be- 
ginning to wonder who was kidding 
whom. The oldtimers were slightly 
vindicated when Saturday dawned 
warm and sunny, though nothing 
like the heat of last year developed. 

The weather wasn’t the only dif- 
ference between this and previous 
Stony Brook shows. The familiar 
black and yellow motif was. still 
earried out on the grounds but not 
6n the posters. Instead, one saw 
a typical Fairfield poster in blue 
and red which was definitely foreign 
to North Shore. Even the outside 
course seemed much lower than the 
formidable ones of previous 

For some reason, the Devon 
bank was omitted from the 
hunter course. 

The most important change in- 
volved the management. Charles 
Lea, who has made a host of friends 
in the horse world during his many 
years as manager, found that he was 
forced to resign because of the pres- 
sure of business. ‘‘Chuck’’ Lea had 
devoted the major part of his free 
time to the development of the 
North Shore show and deserves a 
great deal of credit for the success 
of past shows. His job has been 
taken over by Ned King and Her- 
bert Ingram. 

Entries were off slightly from 
last year and way off from Charles 
Lea’s first great post-war show. The 
conformation division was small and 
the blue ribbons were evenly divided 
among the two Virginia stables of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. Haggin Perry and 
Llangollen Farm and the Connecti- 
eut stable of J. A. Hale, except for 
one ribbon going to Morton W. 
(Cappy) Smith’s, The Fox. Com- 
petition was so keen that champion- 
ship honors remained in doubt until 
the preliminary class was judged. 
Four horses entered the ring for 
the preliminary even though five 
had been called. W. Haggin Perry’s 
Harkaway, with Miss Blanche Clark 
up, had the worst of the argument 
with the stone wall on Friday and 
could not compete because of the 
resulting temporary indispositioh. 
Though the Perry’s other grey geld- 
ing, Daleraker, Stuart Lanham up; 
Llangollen Farm’s Adventure, Miss 
Ellie Wood Keith up; Hale Stables’ 
*Glen Erin and *Golden Hill, with 
Tony Wallace and Joe Hale up re- 
spectively, were present and account 
ed for a fifth horse had to be found 
to replace Harkaway. After a hur- 
ried consideration of points, Hale 
Stable’s *Loafer II was called and 
Patrick McAleenan found himself 
having a most unexpected ride. 
Though the chestnut gelding *Gol- 
den Hill was victorious over *Glen 
Erin, Daleraker and Adventure, he 
finished 1 point behind Daleraker 
for championship honors. It was 
the first time in three years that 
*Golden Hill, which is well on his 
way to his fourth national title, had 
not received the championship tri- 
color at North Shore. Stuart Lan- 
ham, his former rider, was responsi- 
ble for ending his reign because it 
was he who rode the Perrys’ Cali- 
fornia gelding to the conformation 
crown. 

Daleraker had been somewhat 
slow starting his bid for champion- 
ship honors, winning only the mid- 
dle and heavyweight model class the 
first day. His best performance 
ribbon was a 2nd behind Adventure, 
whose blue gave him a leg on the 
Douglas Klein Memorial Challenge 
Trophy for green or qualified hun- 
ters, On Friday and Saturday, the

grey gelding picked up blues in the 
middle and heavyweight and the 
5 day event and enough lesser rib- 
bons to acquire 33 1-2 points to 
*Golden Hill’s 32 1-2. 

However, Daleraker had not been 
able to get a leg on either of the 
highly prized challenge’ trophies. 
While Adventure took care of the 
Klein trophy, *Golden Hill did the 
same with the Magner trophy. The 
Thomas F. Magner Trophy for corin- 
thian hunters has been in competi- 
tion since 1936, and many names 
famous in the horse world are en- 
graved on it. The list includes such 
horses as His Elegance, Rector, 
Woodfellow, Alas, Mathematician, 
Highlander and Dublin Venture. 

While the conformation results 
remained in doubt right up to the 
preliminary, such was not the case 
in the young hunter division. 
Joseph’s Coat, a grand looking grey 
gelding, recently acquired by The 
Perrys from Mrs. Gregory McIntosh 
started his winning ways in the 
model and just kept right on going. 
Even a setback in the stake by Mor- 
ton W. “Cappy” Smith’s Fairinwar, 
failed to keep him from the champ- 
ionship award which he won with 
32 points to the roan mare’s 27 
points. Though Joseph’s Coat seem- 
ed destined for the championship 
from the first day, the reserve could 
have gone to two other horses be- 
sides Fairinwar, Miss Cynthia Can- 
non’s owner-ridden, Moonshiner, or 
Mrs. T. Kenneth Ellis’ Flying Flag 
with Garfield Harding up. While 
Flying Flag was quite as good a 
strip horse as some of the others, 
he certainly proved to be the most 
consistent young performer seen in 
these parts for quite a while. 

The working hunter division was, 
as usually is the case in eastern 
shows, better filled than either the 
young or conformation division. 

There were good performers, al- 
most everyone of whom could lay 
claim to previous championship 
honors. When the preliminary was 
ealled, two performers, which re- 
turned to their old form for the 
first time this season, were on top. 
Mr. and Mrs. A. M. Willcox’s chest- 
nut mare, Rose Parade, with Miss 
Carol Gussenhoven riding, was 1 1-2 
points ahead of Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
J. Chapot’s grey gelding, Chado, 
ridden by their son, Frank. The 
other three eligible horses were 
Miss Betts Nashem’s Hydro Fashion, 
Raymond Burr riding, Mrs. T. Ken- 
neth Ellis’ Roydesal, Garfield Hard- 
ing up and Miss Althea Knicker- 
bocker’s owner-ridden, Victory Lad. 

The Chapots had just about given 
up all championship hopes, after 
(for the first time to their know- 
ledge) Chado ran out on an outside 
course fence in the all-important 
stake class. However, Rose Parade 
did not perform too well in the same 
class and as a result was only placed 
6th. Thus she entered the prelimin- 
ary with the 1 1-2 point advantage. 
Then came one of the “‘breaks of the 
game’. Rose Parade fell while go- 
ing around a corner at a hand gallop. 
Neither the horse nor rider was 
hurt but as a result of not placing 
while Chado won the class, the chest- 
nut mare ended up reserve wieh 31 
points to the grey gelding’s 32 
points. 

Just as they shared champion- 
ship awards did Rose Parade and 
Chado share the challenge trophies. 
The chestnut mare won a leg on the 
Seashore Circuit Cup over three hor- 
ses with topping rounds, Roydesal, 
Chado and Victory Lad. Chado won 
a leg on the more important Frank 
Melville Memorial Challenge Trophy 
in a close decision over Victory Lad, 
which had his best round of the 
show. Victory Lad performed as 
though he remembered that he won 
the Melville class at the National in 
1947 and wanted a second leg on the 
trovhy. 

The quality and quantity of the 
jumpers should have made that the 
best division of the show. How- 
ever, the jumping as a whole was 
not as good as it should have been 


considering the horses in.volved 
Whether the horses were tired ‘after 
the long summer or whether the 
high but not partfcularly wide fences 
were to blame is hard to know. The 
only consistent horse of the show 
was the eventual champion, Mrs. 
Don J. Ferraro’s Black Watch. The 
reserve, George Fitzpatrick’s Party 
Miss, started out well but seemed to 
tire towards the end. Both of these 
horses were ridden by Miss Peggy 
Mills, who with her sister, Betty 
(showing Flaring Fox in Canada for 
his new owner) are in a_ class 
by themselves as far as women rid- 
ers of open or any kind of horse is 
concerned. Too much credit cannot 
be given to Peggy for the way in 
which she has brought Black Watch 
along to become as consistent as he 
has. Previously, he had been shown 
by several different people all of 
whom could win, perhaps, one class 
at a show and a few minor ribbons. 
Never before was he_ consistent 
enough to be such a frequent conten- 
der for championship honors. 

The jumper division was notable 
for the small number of clean per- 
formances and jump-offs. Even in 
the F. E. I. class, Black Watch had 
the only clear round. Of course, 
the fences ranged in height from 
4’-6 to 5-0’ and looked rather for- 
midable. Over the same _ fences, 
Trader Bedford had the only clean 
round in the stake class, to win it 
over Sterling Smith Stables’ Heckler 
which had one fault.

The 1949 crop, of Chicagoland 
shows has been a bumper crop. 
There is évery kind of show, from 
the proverbial ‘‘rat race’? to some 
very high calibre shows which are 


‘producing tangible results in the 


improvement of the Thoroughbred 


‘type. 


The ‘sole purpose of each local 
show is, however, to provide a spot 
for the current popular breeds in 
its particular locality. In this, as 
well as raising the standards of hun- 
ters, the Barrington (Ill.) Horse 
Show on Aug. 28 claims unique and 
There is at least one 
class scheduled for every type of 
cross country horse in the country- 
side and there are no classes 
for horses whose utility is not strict- 
ly for cross country purposes. These 
categories range from the house and 
garden variety of small horses for 
small children, through purebred 
Arabians and Thoroughbreds, to 
their first cousins, the range horses, 
lineal descendants of those frenzied, 
frightened purebreds of the army 
of Cortez, orphaned by the battle 
axes of Montezuma. 

Randall Poindexter, M. F. H., 
Longmeadow hounds and former M. 
F. H. of Smithtown hounds on Long 
Island, N. Y., judged the hunter 
and horsemanship classes, as only a 
hard riding hunting man could judge 
them. In the advanced horseman- 
ship class, he required the contes- 
tants to gallop on and also to show 
collection. There was a tense mo- 
ment over first place. Three con- 
testants, teen-age friends outside the 
show ring, literally picked up dust 
in their pockets around the turns, 
trying to out-gallop each other and 
then pull down to collection. 

Throughout the show,.the ready 
wit and profound knowledge of an- 
nouncer Francis Newcombe of Hins- 
dale, was interlaced with the crowd’s 
affectionate heckiing ring master 
Robert Snyder of Wayne. 

When taps sounded on the 1949 
show, there was only a momentary 
flash of nostalgia, because on the 
following week end the Cardwells’ 
gymkhana was held. 

Mr. Cardwell, very advanced in 
years, has, for the last quarter of a 
century, given this annual party for 
the entire Barrington countryside. 
There is beer for the asking and 
soft drinks for the ‘“‘sub-beer” age. 
There are no entry fees, no admis- 
sion fees and enchanting prizes are 
given with ribbons, for about ten 
events. 

The opening parade igs led by Mr. 
Cardwell bearing Old Glory on a 
prancing steed, and followed by 
three generations years of his fam- 
ily. They are in turn followed by all 
of the contestants. This year for the 
second time in 25 years the gym- 
khana was rained out.

Stymie Runs Improved Race But Is Unable 
To Catch Quarter Pole; Steeplechasing 
Decrease Not Based On Fairness

Stymie’s second race was so much 
better than his first that it made me 
wonder if I had not been too pessi- 
mistic over the first one. He was 
not, to be sure, in with as good a 
class of horses, and the first mile, 
even in a slightly shorter race, was 
run a full second slower than the 
opening mile of the Edgemere. But 
Stymie was able to stay somewhat 
closer to the pace—in fact he was 
never worse than 6th in an eight- 
horse field—and when Jockey Wood- 
house ‘sent him into his run, at 
about the three-eighths pole, the 
old horse gave him a real response. 
It wasn’t quite the old run, but it 
was steady, and Stymie kept on clos- 
ing ground to the finish. He was 
beaten 4 lengths by the winner, 
which was going easily at the end, 
and he wasn’t gaining much on the 
second horse, Brick, at the. end. 

However Stymie has always thriv- 
ed on racing, and if he should 
improve as much, between this start 
and the next, as he did between his 
first and second, he could beat any- 
body’s horse. He's developed a few 
signs of temperament, though. He 
tried to rear up three times in the 


gate, throwing his weight against 
the back doors, and you could hard- 
ly eall him a good post horse. He 
was never too good in this depart- 
ment, but he seems a bit worse. 

The winner of the race, Quarter 
Pole, was getting his first victory oi 
the year. You may reinember that 
he was included in the sale of C. V. 
Whitney racing stock last October. 
and Frank Frankel paid $60,000 for 
him. Quarter Pole set about pay- 
ing this back in a hurry, picking up 
$10,000 for 2nd in the Empire City 
Handicap, and winning the Wash- 
ington and Maryland Handicaps, for 
a total of $42,850. But he couldn't 
keep up this pace, and after last 
Thursday’s victory had ruiy his total 
to only about $52,000. He seems 
pretty sure to get himself out, how- 
ever, and he will have a considerable 
vaine in the stud, being a son of 
*Mahmoud out of a daughter of 
Equipcise. 

Steeplechasing interests, which 
felt they had taken an unfair blow 
when Aqueduct and Belmont an- 
rounced there would be no jump- 
ing events on Saturdays and holi- 
days, didn’t get the full foree of 


lk until last week. They felt, of 
course, that this would rule out the 
jumps on Labor Day and the Fourth 
of July and so on, but chey were a 
little more perturbed when they 
found that Belmont had added Yom 
Kipper to the list. There isn’t any 
doubt that Yom Kipper is a _ nholi- 
day——Belmont’s crowd will jump by 
several thousand on that day in 
proof of it. The point is that if 
the jumping tracks begin to observe 
holy days of obligation, Bastille 
Day, Jewish holidays, Pancake Tues- 
day. the Mohammedan and Chinese 
New Years, All Souls’ Day, and simi- 
lar festivities, every day is going to 
be a holiday, and there won’t be 
any steeplechasing at all. 

You can’t blame the steeplechas- 
ing owners and trainers for feeling 
that they have been kicked around. 
The jumping races, if you come down 
to it, are responsible for the fact 
that there are now eight races a 
day in New York. It is rather dusty 
history now, but it was through the 
hunt meetings that racing was con- 
tinued in New York in the dark 
days, and through a test case based 
on hunt racing that the Directors’ 
Liability Law was upset, permitting 
the return of-flat racing in 1913. 
And the steeplechasing people can 
point to dozens of owners, now en- 
grossed in flat racing, who came in 
through the amateur phase of the 
sport 

They feel, consequently, that the 
enlargement of flat race opportunit- 
ies, by what amounts to about a: 20 
per cent cut in the number of jump- 
ing events, is nothing short of black 
ingratitude. The trouble, as has 


veen pointed out before in this space, 
is that the argument for the de- 
crease in steeplechasing is based en- 
tirely on financial returns, and you 
seldom get anywhere arguing against 
money in the name of mere fairness. 
In no great while the people who 
knocked  steeplechasing will be 
knocking Aqueduct and Belmont for 
cutting it down in the name of com- 
mercialism, and I’d bet anything 
that the heads of those tracks are 
going to be surprised when it hap- 
pens. 

The best items of Aqueduct’s last 
week were Hill Prince’s demonstra- 
tion -of 2-year-old superiority in the 
Cowdin Stakes, and Miss Request’s 
smart victory over the awkward 
Beldame Handicap field. It was @ 
little surprising that so many owners 


‘ paid $1,000 to start against Bewitch, 


Miss Request, Conniver, and Gaffery, 
since it seemed unlikely that any- 
thing could beat all four of these. 
But they did, and thus made the 
Beldame purse, grossing $72,200, 
the richest filly and mare race of 
the year. " 

Jockey Eddie Arcaro rode a clever 
race on Miss Request. Harmonica, 
allowed to make her own pace, is 
highly dangerous: that’s the way 
she won the Coaching Club Ameri- 
can Oaks and the Suburban Handi- 
cap. But running at Harmonica, 
with Bewitch and Conniver and Gaf- 
fery behind you, is not very. health- 
ful either. Jockey Arcaro followed 
a middle course. He got Miss Re 
quest on the outside, out of trouble, 
and kept her fifth for about five 
furlongs. Then he set sail for the

His Boots Wins Striking Victory In the 
Glendale ’Chase; *Polichinela II 
Earns Brackets At the Big Oval

His Boots, a 4-year-old gelding by 
Our Boots—Katydid, carried ¢the 
blue and white Brookmeade silks to 
a striking victory in The Glendale 
Steeplechase, on Sept. 15, the 2 1-2 
mile infield feature of Aqueduct’s 
last week. His Boots under Danny 
Marzani, completed the 2 1-2 miles 
over a soft track in 4:56 3-5, just 
about 5 seconds off the record, and 
drove across the wire by 20 lengths 
in front of Rapier, while the entry 
of My Good Man and American Way 
took down the minor awards in that 
order. 

Right after the break, His Boots 
and My Good Man went to the top 
and dueled for the lead for the best 
part of 2 miles, with His Boots hav- 
ing slightly the best of it after a 
turn, particularly after My Good 
Man put in several bad ones. Midway 
through the race, these two were 
about 15 lengths in front of Ameri- 
can Way, while another 10 lengths 
back, Rapier, Repose, Adaptable, 
and Leche Hombre raced in that or- 
der waiting for the front two to 
come back. However, midway down 
the far side the last time only My 
Good Man was through, and His 
Boots went merrily on his way, as 
Rapier and Repose made a belated 
bid. The latter’s efforts were cut 
short at the 15th fence where he 
bobbled and unseated his rider, but 
Rapier continued to close ground, 
and while gaining on the Skinner 
trained entry of My Good Man and 
American Way, made no impression 
on His Boots’ lead. Rounding the 
turn into the stretch there was no 
question about the Brookmeade geld- 
ing as he fenced well at both jumps 
in the run to the wire, but a real 
tight battle developed for the place 
with Rapier just getting up to take 
2nd money by 1-2 a length, and My 
Good Man hanging on for 3rd a 
length to the good of American Way. 
Another 15 lengths back, Adaptable 
finished a well beaten 5th. In con- 
trast to His Boots’ sparkling per- 
formance, American Way, winner of 
the Harbor Hill showed a very dull 
effort, swerving at his fences and 
running as if something bothered 
him. 

His Boots was unraced as a 2% 
year-old, was put to jumping last 
year, and won two over the big 
jumps. As a 4-year-old, he went on 
to win the Tom Roby at Delaware 
Park this spring, as well as a 2nd 
and 3rd at Saratoga in stakes. His 
performance in the Glendale was an 
outstanding one, as he ran and 
jumped well all the way. He gives 
Arthur White a strong hand in the 
important stakes down for decision 
this fall. In addition to His Boots, 
Brookmeade Stable’s Fleettown is 
reported training well and may be 
seen in The Broadhollow at  Bel- 
mont. 

M. A. Cushman’s Escarp, a shif- 
ty campaigner over two seasons, took 
the measure of a good field of plat- 
ers on Sept. 12 in a 1 1-2 mile test 
over hurdlers. Ridden by the ap- 
prentice steeplechase jockey, Gilbert 
Riley, Escarp was hustled into the 
lead at the break, and was_ kept 
about his business while in front 
and crossed the wire 1 1-2 lengths 
in front of Walter Wickes, Jr.’s 
Firebet, which made a very deter- 
mined bid in the last quarter, but 
was not enough to catch the winner, 
although he did nip Fair Crystal go- 
ing to the last hurdle. The latter 
took 3rd money a length and a half 
behind Firebet, and a neck in front 
of *Mr. Man, who closed a world of 
ground in the closing stages, only to 
land flat footed over the last hurdle. 

*Polichinela II, Rokeby Stables’ 
South American import finally earn- 
ed brackets at the big oval on Sept. 
13, when he led home Port Raider 
by 2 1-2 lengths in a 2 mile ’chase. 
Hot, the pacemaker for more than 
a turn of the field finished 3rd seven 
lengths back, after jumping well all 
the way, only to tire in the heavy 
going; Port Raider which ran clos- 
est to the pace got to the top in the 
closing stages, but he was not up to 
*Polichinela JJ in the run up the 
stretch, 


Aside from Boojum II, Mrs. F. 
Ambrose Clark’s luck this year has 
all peen on the flat, but trainer 
Dolly Byers changed this on Sept. 
14, and broke his maiden for the 
year over jumps when he sent out 
Alphabetical to win a 1 1-2 mile 
maiden hurdle. His winning margin 
was only three parts of a length 
over Furthermore, with Montpelier’s 
North Branch 3rd, three and a half 
lengths back. Jockey Adams on Fur- 
thermore lodged a claim of foul 
against Mongiello on Alphabetical, 
and while the Clark jumper appear- 
ed to drift in during the drive to 
the wire, the Stewards saw no rea- 
son to change the result. 

Mrs. G. H. Bostwick’s Skyscraper 
(a recent gift from her husband) 
found the weight and going much to 
his liking on Sept. 16 in an allow- 
ance hurdle at 2 miles, and under a 
well judged ride from Dooley 
Adams, came home in front by 2 
lengths after assuming the lead 
after the 5th hurdle. Mill River 
Stable’s Monkey Wrench, a forward 
factor all the way, was next best and 
drove home a length in front of 
New Rule, while *Pegasus II took 
down the minor award well back. 
The big disappointment of the race 
was Clynmalyra Stud’s *Persepolis, 
which has been one of the most con- 
sistent hurdlers all year, in fact 
never out of the money in 10 or 
more starts. *Persepolis set the 
early pace under a strong hold from 
Jimmy Zimmerman, surrendered it 
to Skyscraper at the 5th hurdie, and 
then gradually gave ground down 
the far side. When Zimmerman ask- 
ed him the question going to the 
last hurdle on the far side, *Perse- 
polis said no and wound up in 5th 
place beaten more than 25 lengths. 
The Stewards were not satisfied with 
this performance, and suspended 
Zimmerman pending an _ investiga- 
tion. 


. Daniel Guiho, the French jockey 
who landed here in August, has had 
his American riding career’ cut 
short. Guiho appeared distressed 
after riding at the recent Fair Hill 
meeting, was examined the follow- 
ing Monday by track doctors at 
Aqueduct, and then was sent to the 
hospital for tests. The results seem 
to indicate that Guiho has a serious 
heart condition, and may not be per- 
mitted to ride for some time.

Fine Portrait Study 
Of Citation By 


Richard Stone Reeves 


To Richard Stone Reeves, a sport- 
ing artist of Morristown, New Jer- 
sey, must go the credit of painting 
one of the yery finest portrait stud- 
ies of Citation. The picture on the 
cover is a photograph of the paint- 
ing given to Warren Wright by the 
Daily Racing Form in their series 
of presentations climaxing the 
Form’s selection of horse of the 
year. 

To those who wish to study per- 
fect conformation and are seeking 
a yardstick, last year’s horse of the 
year should be an outstanding ex- 
ample. Mr. Reeves remarked about 
this painting, “I can honestly say 
that I have never enjoyed painting 
a horse as much as [ enjoyed doing 
Citation. Perhaps he might not be 
generally referred to as a picture 
horse, but in conformation, he is 
hard to fault. 

“TJ was very much impressed with 
his excellent manners and his altert- 
ness and intelligence. He stands 
about 16 hands and his body is 
slightly longer than it is tall. His 
rich bay color is a good indication 
of his ‘healthy condition.” 

The latest statistics on Citation, 
compiled by the Blood-Horse show 
that he won in 2 years of racing 159 
and some fraction times the amount 
of money won by the average horse 
last year. This is the highest per- 
centage won by any horse among 
the 50 leading money winners in 
American racing history. On this 
same basis second place goes to Gal- 
lant Fox who won 105 times the 
amount won by the average starter 
during his racing years. Man 
o’War with whom Citation is most 
frequently compared was 7th ac- 
cording to this rating.

Donor Wins Narragansett Special 





Running Best Race of Year Mrs. Howe’s 
Home-bred Son of Challedon—Orissa 
Takes Special Second Consecutive Time

Last year when Mrs. Deering 
Jowe’s Donor, a homebred son of 
Challedon—Orissa, won the $25,000 
added Narragansett Special, I sug- 
gested that maybe he was a horse 
who belonged on the New England 
circuit, pointing out that the two 
most important stakes events that 
he had won up until that time were 
the 1947 Yankee Handicap, our top 
3-year-old event, and the Special. 
After which he returned to New 
York and won the Questionnaire and 
Butler against top class opposition, 
so I won’t make that suggestion 
again. But it does seem as if Donor 
is a Down East Yankee at heart be- 
eause he ran what was by far his 
best race of the year in winning the 
Special at Narragansett Park on 
Sept. 17 for the second year in a 
row, something his more notable 
daddy tried to do and couldn't. 


Challedon won the Narragansett 
event as a 3-year-old in 1939, de- 
feating a field which included *Kay- 
ak II, *Sorteado, *Ligaroti, Thanks- 
giving and Bala Ormont. The follow- 
ing year he finished 1-2 lengths in 
the wake of the Greentree Stable’s 
Hash while attempting to repeat. 

Challedon’s first stakes winner 
and first winner of more than 
$100,000, Donor has won ten stakes 
events, earned $316,325 in purse 
money. His dam won both the Fash- 
ion and Clover Stakes, but there is 
nothing very fashionable about 
Donor’s appearance in spite of the 
good blood he has on both sides. He 
is so narrow framed that he has to 
wear a breast plate to keep his sad- 
dle in place, but*’in spite of its 
cramped quarters he has a large 
heart if his performances here in 
New England are any indication of 
his true courage. 


The Challedon gelding’s victories 
include the Sapling, World’s Play- 
ground, Sanford and Champagne 
Stakes at 2, the Yankee Handicap at 
3, the ’Gansett Special, the Quest- 
ionnaire and Butler Handicaps at 4, 
and thus far this year he has won 
the Saratoga Handicap and, of course 
repeated in the Special. Warren 
Mehrtens has ridden him in all ex- 
cept one of his starts this year and 
was on him again at Pawtucket. 

In accomplishing his score Donor 
came off the pace of :23 3-5 for the 
quarter, :47, for the half, 1:11 3-5, 
for the 6 furlongs and 1:37 2-5 for 
the mile which was established by 
the Honeywell Farm’s Mesmer, a 
winner of 5 straight events which 
was all done after the mile mark 
was reached in that figure. Donor 
took over from Mesmer with no dif- 
ficulty, but had to withstand stout 
bids from both I. J. Collins’ Vulcan’s 
Forge and the Calumet Farm’s Pon- 
der, which was made the favorite 
by the crowd in spite of the fact 
that he was a 3-year-old conceding 
weight to older horses. 

Vulean’s Forge’s race was remark- 
able (and so was Ponder’s) when 
you consider that Vulean’s Forge 
had been scheduled to go out of 
training and was already being un- 
wound when it was decided to start 
him in the Special. Ponder’s effort 
was remarkable in that quite ob- 
viously he didn’t fancy the drying 
out and dull racing strip; which was 
classified as fast, but obviously was 
several points off its best. Yet the 
Calumet colt was only beaten a head 
and a neck by the winner and Vul- 
ean’s Forge in 1:56 2-5 for the 1 
3-16 mile. 

After the race Steve Brooks, who 
piloted him, offered no excuses for 
Ponder except to say, ‘‘He couldn’t 


seem to get in stride. He ran his 
best only in spots. The rest of the 
time appeared to be climbing.” 

New England’s fans, who had 
turned out to the.number of 30,473, 
showed their ignorance of what a 
difficult task Ponder was attempt- 
ing as a 3-year-old in spotting older 
horses weight by greeting him with 
a cresendo of boohs as Jockey Steve 
Brooks cantered him back to the 
Judge’s Stand. It was a shameful 
exhibition and one which could only 
be excused on the grounds of ignor- 
ance because anybody familiar with 
racing knows that it is no easy task 
for a 3-year-old, no matter how good 
he may be, to beat older horses, 
even at level weights, and Ponder 
should never have been sent to the 
post as any 40 cents to $1 favorite 
when confronted with that kind of 
an assignment. 

In view of the result of the 
race it is interesting to recall now 
that Steve Brooks, after blowing 
out Ponder on the morning of the 
race, got on a pony and rode over 
the course and expressed himself as 
concerned with the kind of going 
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which prevailed. It’s very uneven.” 
said Steve. ‘I don’t mean that it 
is up hill and down hill, but that in 
some spots the track is dry and 
along a few feet further it is g00ey 
and heavy.” 


On the Friday before the Special) 
the track was heavy following some 
rain on Thursday night and early 
Friday morning. Of course, the rest 
of the horses had to race in the 
same kind of going, but it is interest- 
ing also that Trainer Monte Parke 
scratched J. A. Kinard’s John’s Joy 
from®the Special after shipping him 
to Rhode Island from Chicago espec- 
ially for that race after he scuffed 
the skin and hair off his fetleck 
points in the deep going while being 
given his final tightener.

Ardan To Stand At Spendthrift Stud 





This Neat Compact Son of Pharis 
Showed High Racing Courage and Chalked 
Up An Enviable Performance Record

About the middle of August, Les- 
lie Combs II, master of the Spen- 
thrift Stud, Lexington, Kentucky, 
completed arrangements with Mar- 
cel Boussac whereby he purchased 
the 8-year-old side Ardan, a bay or 
prown son of the unbeaten Pharis- 
Adargatis, by Asterus. 

The price paid for was not di- 
yulged, but it is a known fact that 
when Henry H. Knight was in 
France about two years ago when 
he purchased *Adaris, a half bro- 
ther to Ardan, Boussac was asking 
$600,000 for Ardan. 

Dr. McGee went to France late 
in August to inspect Ardan, found 
him to be all that was represented 
whereupon Mr. Combs made arrange- 
ments through M. Harrision & Co. 
in this country and the British 
Bloodstock Agency in London, Eng- 
land, to have Ardan shipped to this 
country as expeditiously and as safe- 

. ly as possible, no expense was to be 
spared in the transaction. 

Arrangements were completed 
whereby Ardan, Ambiorix (the lead- 
ing 2-year-old in France in 1948 
and I understand a good winner 
there this year) and Mr. William 
Woodward’s St. Leger winner of 
1948, Black Tarquin were shipped 
to this country from Liverpool Sep- 
tember 22, 1949, the combined ship- 
ment is in charge of Jack Hare 
who has transported bloodstock all 
over the world and is an expert in 
his field. Normally it takes about 
10 days for a vessel such as the 
American shipper is to cross the 
Western Ocean, so these three 
Thoroughbreds which represent a 
value of at least $1,000,000, will 
reach New York about October 2, 
1949. It is the most valuable cargo 
of Thoroughbred bloodstock that was 
ever loaded aboard a ship. 

Ardan is reported to be ‘‘our type 
of a horse’? meaning he is a neat 
compact horse, possibly a trifle un- 
der 16 hands. He is reported to 
have the best of legs and feet, good 
neck and shoulder, never took a 
lame step in his life. In his racing 
years he was a high couraged horse, 
loved to get to the front as early as 
possible, and fought out his finishes 
like a lion. 

So far as I know Ardan’s racing 
record has never been published in 
this country in its entirety, due 
doubtless to the fact the French 
Chronique du Turf were not sent 
to this country at the time by rea- 
son of World War II. 

I think therefore the racing his- 
tory and pedigree of Ardan is 
worthy of study. His complete re- 
cord is as follows:—

At 2, Ardan won only one race but 
he was 2nd to Priam, beaten only 1 
length, in the Grand Criterium, 1 
mile, at Le Tremblay. 

As a 3-year-old he started 8 times 
and was ist six times and 3rd twice. 
The highlights of the year were his 
Victories in the Prix Du Jockey Club, 
1 7-16 miles, at Maisons Lafitte, in 
which he defeated Sampiero by 2 

, lengths, both carried 128 lbs.; and 

in the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, 
1 1-2 miles, carrying 122 lIbs., de- 
feating Un Galliard (132 Ibs.) 2nd 
and Deux pour Cent (122 Ibs.) 3rd. 
Ardan had a triumph manque in the 
Grand Prix de Paris, 1 7-8 miles, at 
Tremblay; he finished 1st but was 
disqualified and placed 3rd_ for 
crossing Deux pour Cent and Sam- 
plero. Deux pour Cent was, thus, the 
winner and Sampiero 2nd. 

At 4, Ardan’s best races were the 
Grand Prix de Saint Cloud, 1 9-16 
miles, which he won by 3 lengths, 
defeating Priam (2nd) and Samart- 
tan (8rd). all carrying 134 lbs.; and 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe (back 
at Longchamps), 1 1-2 miles, in 
which he was 2nd by 3-4 length to 
Nikellora, a 83-year-old carrying 119 
Ibs.; in this race he carried 132 Ibs. 


Ardan won the Coronation Cup, 
at Epsom Downs (England), 1 1-2 
miles, as a 5-year-old; he carried 
130 Ibs. and defeated Rising Light 
and Triumvir; only 3 horses ran. 

Pedigree of Ardan 

Pharis, his sire was foaled in 
1936, bred by Marcel Boussac, and 
was unbeaten as a racehorse, racing 
only at three (1939) and starting 
but three times that year, winning 
the prix Noailles 1 1-2 miles, the 
Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby) 
1 1-2 miles and the Grand Prix de 
Paris 1 7-8 miles (weight for age in 
all three races). In the Grand Prix 
de Paris his beaten opponents in- 
cluded Lysistrata winner of the 
French Oaks; Mr. William Wood- 
ward’s Hypnotist, winner of the 
King Edward VII Stakes and the 
Derby Trial Sweepstakes. He started 
at 24-1 and led for about 1 1-2 
miles. Horatius was coupled with 
Pharis; together they were 11-10. 
Pharis pocketed early, finally found 
an opening between Tricameron and 
Galerian, Charlie Blliott his rider, 
drove like Jehu and won by 2 1-2 
lengths. Pharis was trained by an 
Englfshman, A. Swann. Pharis was 
being pointed for the St. Leger when 
the World War No. 2 brought about 
the cancellaton of this race and 
Pharis went to the stud. Ardan is 
one of his first crop of foals. He had 
made only one stud season when he 
was confiscated by the Germans, 
taken to Germany but ultimately re- 
covered as were all of Boussac’s 
horses so far as I know, except Cor- 
rida which either died or was lost 
in the shuffle. 

Pharis is by Pharos (full brother 
to Fairway), a stake winner and a 
leading sire. His outstanding son 
prior to Pharis was Nearco: unbeat- 
en the two seasons he raced, he won 
7 races in Italy at 2; 6 in Italy at 
3 and the Grand Prix de Paris, beat- 
ing Bois Roussel winner of the Ep- 
som Derby, Cilas winner of the 
French Derby, Feerie winner of the 
French 1000 Guineas and Oaks, and 
Legend of France, hitherto unbeat- 
en. 

Carissima, dam of Pharis, is a 
daughter of Clarissimus—Casquette, 
by Captivation. She won 8 races and 
was 2nd in the French Oaks. She is 
the dam of several other winners. 

Adargatis, dam of. Ardan, is a bay 
mare foaled in 1931 by the high 
class stake winner and leading 
French sire Asterus—Helen de 
Troie by Helicon. She won the Prix 
de Diane (French Oaks) and is the 
dam of four winners. In addition to 
Ardan she is the dam of Pharatis, 
winner of the Paddington, and Wey- 
mouth Stakes in England; Allegrice,

winner of the Prix Legitime; Tar- 
anis, and his brother *Adaris by 
Tourbillon foaled in 1936. *Adaris 
raced at 2, 3, 4, 5 and %; started in 
29 races, won 7, was 2nd in 10, 3rd 
in 6, unplaced in 6, earning 970,792 
francs; his victories included the 
Prix Lagrange, Prix Isonomy, Prix 
de Meanux, Prix de Cheffreville, 
Prix Macdonald II and the Grand 
Prix de Deauville. He was owned by 
Marcel Boussac and was purchased

Radnor Hunt Meeting 





*Done Sleeping Wins Redding Furnace 
Challenge Cup; Flying Dolphin Leads 
From Start To Finish In Fairy Hill Cup 





Radnor Hunt’s fall race meeting 
on September 17 at Malvern, Pa., 
eertainly upset the ‘“‘critic’’ statis- 
tican’s figures on falls over jumps. 
However, there was one fall which 
would have to go on record but it 
was not between the flags—it was 
Patrol Judge Richard Stokes who 
came a cropper when his horse rear- 
ed up and lost his rider. 

Mrs. L. H. Kelly’s Invulnerable 
and Alvin Untermyer’s *Done Sleep- 
ing had finished in that order in 
Fair Hill’s inaugural timber race 
the previous Saturday so the pair 
naturally held the attention of the 
timber enthusiasts for the running 
of the Redding Furnace Farms Chal- 
lenge Cup. There was a difference 
however, *Done Sleeping was carry- 
ing top-weight of 177 lbs., 11 more 
lbs. than Invulnerable was asked to 
race under. Former amateur rider 
Frank Powers sent the 6-horse field 
very evenly toward the ist jump 
which is atop a knoll and Mrs. 
George Strawbridge’s Pre-School and 
Mr. W. H. Dixon assumed command 
at once. There is rather a long 
stretch before the judges’ stand and 
left-handed over the 2nd jump which 
is an aiken and following Pre-School 
into this jump was Mr. Grover Ste- 
phens on Invulnerable and Mr. Mich- 
ael Smithwick on *Done Sleeping. 
Mr. Smithwick had changed his tac- 
tics used at Fair Hill when he trail- 
ed the field while rating the brown 
gelding. 

The 2nd and 3rd jumps were out 
of sight and then the course lay 
down hill and over a ditch which 
is counted as the 4th jump. Getting 
a quick glimpse as the horses 
came into sight momentarily before 
disappearing behind more trees, Mr. 
E. Shober had sent Mrs. John Straw- 
bridge, Jr.’s Coq D’Fantome to the 
front with Invulnerable 2nd, *Done 
Sleeping 3rd and Mrs. T. P. Harra- 
way’s *Irish Tip, Pre-School and 
Mrs. Henry Obre’s Athanael follow- 
ing in that order. The field made a 
wide circle and came into sight again 
with Coq D’Fantome still leading the 
field and there was no change in the 
positions behind him. Behind a 
large grove of trees and over 2 
jumps behind the hill, the field went 
left-handed and came back into sight 
as they galloped through the gap 
on top of the hill and toward the 
jump which would make them com- 
plete one turn of the course. Coq 
D’Fantome was still maintaining his 
lead but Mr. Smithwick had moved 
*Done Sleeping in ahead of Invul- 
nerable. 

There is a long gallop after this 
jump which takes the field down 
the stretch, by the judges’ stand 
and then around a turn before 
another jump appears on the course. 
Racing uphill toward the 13th (and 
incidently back in sight for a few 
seconds), *Done Sleeping had mov- 
ed to the front with Coq D’Fantome 
2nd and Invulnerable 3rd. Again 
behind the grove of trees but then 
left-handed toward the last two 
jumps on the course, *Done Sleep- 
ing was holding his lead safely but 
Invulnerable ran into trouble as he 
attempted to pass a horse and was 
forced against a flag, losing speed 
in keeping on the right course. 

At the 14th *Done Sleeping was 
over ist with Invulnerable 2nd and 
Mr. E. H. “‘Tiger’’ Bennett and *Irish 
Tip taking over 3rd place from the 
tiring Coq D’Fantome. Mr. Smith- 
wick and Mr. Stephens sent their 
horses all out toward the 15th and 
last and the horses stood back for 
big take offs. However, *Done 
Sleeping had about a 3-length ad- 
vantage as they landed over this 
jump and galloped into the stretch 
and under the wire to win by 4 
lengths. Invulnerable placed about 
12 lengths ahead of *Irish Tip with 
Athanael 4th in front of Pre-School. 
Coq D’Fantome ran out at the last 
jump but was brought back to com- 
plete the course. 

Eleven horses went postward in 
The President’s Plate, about 1 1-4 
miles on the flat and the first event 
on the afternoon’s card. This time 
Brooks Parker’s *Wunderprinz had 
his usual jockey, M. Ferral, up and 


from the drop of the starter’s flag, 
it was evident that Jockey Ferral 
was going to make his 4th effort on 
Continued on Page 13

and prought to this country, he 
stands at the Almahurst Farm, 
Nicholasville, Kentucky. 

Helene de Troie, the next dam by 
Helicon—Lady of Pedigree, by St. 
Denis, foaled in 1916, won at 2, 4 
and 5, and produced Leonidas, win- 
ner of the Lincolnshire Handicap, 
Prix de la Municipalite, and 5 other 
minor winners. She is the dam of 
9 winners, 5 of them stake winners, 
including Bimelech, Black Helen, 
Bee Ann Mac, Biologist, and Big 
Hurry. From her descend the stake 
winners, But Why Not, Bridal Flow- 
er, Bee Fearless, Busher, Mr. Bush- 
er and Striking. 

I think it can be said without 
equivocation two French  brood- 
mares, *La Troienne and *Filante 
have exerted a greater influence on 
American racing and breeding his- 
tory than any two mares in our his- 
tory since racing was resumed in 
New York State in 1913.

Falchion, a 5-year-old gelded son 
of St. Brideaux, was bred by the U.

The veteran Bernie Ansteatt was 
on Falchion and gave his mount an 
excellent ride. He broke Falchion 
first, wisely eased back while Saga- 
more Lady took over at the fgurth 
fence, and then drove him to the 
inside of the latter as the field en- 
tered the main track for the finish. 
The two ran head and head around 
the upper bend ‘but at the top of 
the short stretch, Falchion drew out 
to win easily. Busy Moments was in 
third place all the way but did not 
have it ~-hen set down for the drive. 

He may have had an excuse in 
that he and Falchion engaged in a 
bumping duel at the clubhouse 
turn the second lap and the former 
was knocked into the beacon that 
marks the inside of the course at 
that noint. The beacon went over 
but Busy Moments didn’t.

As the jockeys jogged back to- 
wards the judges’ stand, a riderless 
gray horse was observed galloping 
madly ahead of *Wunderprinz and 
programs were scanned to see what 
other grays had started.

The Fairy Hill Challenge Cup, 
about 2 miles over brush, was F. 
Ambrose Clark’s from the start to 
the finish. Jockey B. Ansteatt took 
over the reins on Flying Dolphin 
and handled them well. As the field 
went over the 2nd, the water jump, 
Flying Dolphin was running and 
jumping esaily with Mrs. Fay In- 
galls’ Babadora, F. R. Crego’s Magic 
Price, Mrs. L. L. Lose’s On The Cuff 
Mrs. John Strawbridge, Jr.’s Hada 
Bar, S. R. Fry’s Joaljoy, C. M. 
Kline’s Tolbiac and Mrs. W. D. 
Thomas’ Rollo behind him in that 
order. On The Cuff really jumped 
through this jump but Jockey A. 
Clatterbuck stayed with him. 

The 3rd was a liverpool and then 
the course lay around a turn and the 
4th. 5th and 6th were laid out in 
a straight row. At the 6th it Was 
Flying Dolphin, Babadora and On 
The Cuff and slightly downhill to 
the 7th which was the ist jump of 
the course, Over the 8th, the water 


jump, On The Cuff again got into 
trouble which caused Jockey Clatter- 
buck to lose his stirrup but he quick- 
ly regained it before getting into 
the 9th, the liverpool. At the water 
jump Hada Bar had jumped in 3rd 
position behind Babadora and check- 
ing the positions again at the 10th, 
Flying Dolphin was still running by 
himself but Jockey O. A. Brown and 
Hada Bar were now 2nd ahead of 
Babadora. Completing the 13-jump 
course and racing through the 
stretch, the horses’ positions did 
not change and at the finish it was 
Flying Dolphin, Hada Bar, Baba- 
dora and On The Cuff. 

The 4th and last race was The 
Caldwell Plate for maiden 4-year- 
olds and upward over about 2 miles 
on the flat. Mr. Smithwick could not 
sit back to savor his victory on 
*Done Sleeping as he quickly had to 
change his colors to ride Mrs. E..E. 
Bromley’s Stilts in the flat. race. 
Jockey B. Ansteatt and I. A. Daffin’s 
*Irish Monkey made two laps of the 
flat course without interruption but 
in the stretch, Arthur McCashin’s 
*Mr. Man was sent up on the out- 
side to challenge the leader. *Mr. 
Man’s rider, Jockey C. McErlain was 
riding his first race and for awhile 
it appeared as though his would be 
a winning effort. 

The stretch really does seem to 
lengthen when two horses are battl- 
ing it out stride for stride but as 
*Irish Monkey and *Mr. Man went 
under the wire it would have taken 
a camera to separate them if in- 
deed they could have been. The 
judges’ official decision was a dead 
heat so the two Irish horses took 
over the winner’s circle while 
another Irish-bred Alvin Untermyer’s 
*Jrish Clown (which formerly ran as 
*Irish Monkey) was 3rd ahead of 
Mrs. L. L. Lose’s Lochincha. 

Trainer W. B. Cocks took over the 
training laurels for the afternoon, 
having saddled two winners but 
Jockey B. Ansteatt, who had ridden

Chagrin Valley Hunt Horse Show, 
September 9-11, was strictly a ‘“‘fun’’ 
show. The mention of it brings to 
mind one of the most lovely settings 
for a horse show in the country.

The fox hunters bring out their 
favorites and everyone has a super 
time. 

Hospitality here is incomparable. 
Exhibitors and their horses are wel- 
comed by all and the valley seethes 
with activity all week-end. 

The hound parade was probably 
one of the most inspiring sights of 
all. The Master (and mayor of 
Gates Milis) Courtney Burton, with 
his hunt staff, put on quite a show. 
To the tune of “Do Ye Ken John 
Peel’? which rang out over the. field 
from the nearby village bells, the 
pack of English foxhounds lit out 
around the polo grounds at break- 
neck. speed, then obediently with- 
drew to the ring again. A really 
beautiful exhibition! 

There were entries from all over 
the place, and not only locally, as 
one would think, what with no prize 
money to pay van bills and entry 
fees Mrs. Raymond Barbin,- Mrs. 
Page Jennings, Waverly Farm and 
Donald Hostetter, all with hardly a 
breather after Warrenton, made the 
long trek from Virginia and appear- 
ed with a gleam in their eyes; way 
up in Ohio. 

Mr. Hostetter’s Mahme captured 
the traditional Beelzebub trophy. 
Every year there is this class with 
4’-6"" jumps and to a hunter rider, 
those things look big!

8ade. His racing record shows that 
he raced from 2 through 6 for a 
total of 72 races. He won 13, 2nd in 
12, 3rd in 11 and unplaced 36 times, 
Winning $45,480. He won the Brook- 
lyn, Brookdale, Empire City, Aque- 
duct, Edgemere Handicaps and 
Whitney Gold Cup Handicap. He 
Was also 2nd in Spindrift Handi- 
Cap, Saratoga Cup and Jockey Gold

; Winner Blensing, one of the best 2- 


year-olds of his season. 

Blenheim Farms had tough luck 
recently when the 11-year-old High- 
clere, by Jack High—Rosebloom, by 
*Chicle, died of what was believe to 
be a strangulated intestine. Mr. 
Phipps acquired this mare at the 
dispersal of the breeding stock own- 
ed by the late W. H. LaBoyteaux at 
Saratoga in 1947. She brought $57,- 
100, believed to be a record price 
in this country for a pbroodmare., 
Among Highclere’s foals is the Spin- 
away Stakes winner of 1945; Sop- 
ranist, a yearling colt that is a full 
brother to Pipette, winner of the 
Colleen, Spinaway and Jeanne d’Arc 
Stakes at 2; and this year’s foal by 
Bull Lea. 

Truly a great loss to have a horse 
such as Highclere go over the hill. 


Clovelly Farm 

Double Scotch, b. 1934, by Stimu- 
lus—-Lady Minnie, by *Sir Gallahad 
III, and Cravat, b. 1935, by *Sickle 
—-Frilette, by Man o’War, stand at 
Robert C. Winmills’ Clovelly Farm, 
Warrenton, Va. These 2 stallions 
are of different types and both have 
good conformation. Double Scotch 
is a strong, well-muscled big horse 
weighing somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of 1400, and stands about 
16.1. I should think he would be 
well sought after by those who are 
looking for the best in quality hunt- 
ers. Cravat on the other hand is 
about the same height but much 
more racy looking and I should 
judge about 200 pounds lighter. He 
has quite an impressive race record, 
being unplaced only 15 times out 
of 42 starts and garnering $121,305. 
Among the races he won was the 
Maplewood Stakes at 2; at 3 he won 
the Yankee Handicap, Suffolk 
Downs ( 1 3-16 miles, setting new 
track record of 1:56 1-5) and the 
Jerome Handicap. He was 2nd to 
Dauber in the Preakness and 8rd in 
the Belmont Stakes. At 4 Cravat 
won the San Juan Capistrano ’Cap, 
Santa Anita Park, 1 1-2 miles, set- 
ting a new track record, 2:30 2-5, 
winning by 3 lengths from Today, 
Jacola and 16 others and the Sur- 
burban and Brooklyn ’Caps. He was 
2nd in the Hollywood Gold Cup, the 
Saratoga ’Cap. and the Manhattan 
’Cap. All in all a very impressive 
race record. That his stud record 
isn’t as impressive as his race re- 
cord is due to the fact that there is 
a dearth of quality broodmares in 
the country and unless a stallion 
gets some of these mares, the chance 
of making his is almost nil.

19 Riders Compete 
In 40-Mile Md. Ride 
Of Harford Pony Club

Checking in at the Havre de Grace 
racetrack in a threatening shower, 
on the evening of September 7, nine- 
teen riders prepared for the 40-Mile 
Trail Ride the following day. All 
horses and ponies were examined 
carefully by Dr. Clifford Gross, who 
gave his time as veterinarian for the 
project. 

This was Maryland’s second an- 
nual experience with a distance ride 
modelled along the lines of the 100- 
Mile Ride held in Vermont. It was 
sponsored again this year by the 
active and versatile Havre de Grace 
chapter of the Harford Junior Horse 
and Pony Club, and even though it 
had to compete with the big, busy 
breeders’ show in progress at Timon- 
ium, it proved to be a large success.

Not a single entry 
reported home lame, or galled, one 
horse threw a shoe, but that was 
the only difficulty. Ponies came 
through in splendid shape. 

Two children of 12 and 13 com- 
vleted the full distance with their 
horses, and though there were a few 
tears over the unsaddling, these 
were tears of exhaustion! And not 
surprising considering the children's

Laddie Sanford’s Hurricanes Triumph Over 
Argentina’s Highly Regarded El Trebol 
Team By 10 To 4 Score In Final

It was a proud Laddie Sanford 
who rode off International Field 
along with his teammates last Sun- 
day. The reason for the broad grin 
that spread from ‘‘here to there’ on 
Sanford’s face was because his Hur- 
ricanes had just trounced Argen- 
tina’s highly regarded #1 Trebol 
four to retain the National Open 
polo championship. 

The 10-4 pasting that the Hurri- 
canes handed the Argentines was a 
workmanlike job and then some. 
And it was two men in particular 
who took the center of the stage’ in 
fashioning the well-merited triumph. 
Cecil Smith, a 10-goaler since 1938- 
he made shots that were beautiful to 
behold—and Roberto Cavanagh, in- 
ternationalist and 9 goaler from 
Argentina, formed a combination in 
the middle of the Hurricanes’ line- 
up that defied comparison, as re- 
gards polo ability and horsemanship. 


In pre-game speculation, the Hur- 
ricanes and El Trebol had been rat- 
ed almost even. It had~been opined 
that if International Field were in a 
heavy condition, the shorter hitting 
and well-balanced Argentines would 
have the advantage. But such was 
not the case. It so happened that 
after Bud Dowling, Meadow Brook 
manager, trimmed the field last Sat- 
urday and early Sunday morning, 
the famed greensward was plenty 
fast. Therefore, the longer hitting 
Hurricanes’ shots really took hold, 
much to the dismay of the visitors 
from South America. 

It has been many a year since two 
such power players as Smith and 
Cavanagh have been in the same 
line-up. True, there have been other 
strong No. 2 and No. 3 poloists on 
the same team in past years, but 
it has been more than a few seasons 
since Long Island high goal polo 
circles have seen the likes of the 
Smith-Cavanagh combination. 

As usual, Smith was a great field 
general from the all-important No. 
3 position, while Cavanagh more 
than held his own at the No. 2 spot. 
Larry Sheerin, young Texan, weigh- 
ed in with 2 goals from up front, 
while Sanford was a dependable back 
all afternoon. 

But it was Smith and Cavanagh 
who broke up the El Trebol brother 
pair of Julio and Carlos Mendite- 
guy. They did such a thorough job 
that there was little doubt in the 
minds of the 12,000 fans on hand 
that Sanford’s team would carry the 
day after the first two periods had 
been completed. 

Two of the longest drives seen on 
Long Island this season were un- 
corked by Smith and Cavanagh in 
a feverish third period which saw 
the Hurricanes ‘run away” for 4 
goals to take a 9-2 lead at the inter- 
mission. That outbreak thoroughly 
disheartened the El Trebol poloists, 
who never were able to get their 
attack moving in proper fashion. 
Smith and Cavanagh saw to that. 

During that third period, Smith— 
he was high man for the day with 
5 goals—lofted through a 70-yard 
angle shot, while Cavanagh whipped 
out a 90-yarder during a 3-stroke 
run. Smith and Cavanagh each scor- 
ed twice in that chukker. The Tex- 
an’s second goal in that period was 
a beauty of stroke from an extreme- 
ly difficult angle. 

It was unfortunate that Cavanagh 
and Carlos Menditeguy, hard-riding 
El Trebol captain, were involved in 
a crash in the third chukker. Carlos, 
who had not actually crossed the 
line of play, was on the ball at the 
time. He checked his pony sudden- 
ly, then swerved to the left. Cava- 
nagh, storming up in the rear, was 
unable to pull up in time and his 
mount hit that of Carlos. The result 
was that Carlos and his mount went 
sprawling. Incensed no little, the 
El Trebol captain angrily walked 
off the field and secured another 
pony. The penalty was called by 
10-goaler Stewart Iglehart, one of 
the two umpires on the field, against 
Cavanagh. Still bristling because 
of the accident, an unavoidable one, 


Carlos failed to convert from 30 
yards out. 

But to return to Sanford, this was 
probably the Hurricane captain’s 
happiest triumph. He now has 
captained five Hurricane fours to 
the U. S. crown. And on Sunday, 
Sept. 25, it will be an even happier 
Sanford if his team retains the time- 
honored trophy in the final of the 
Monty Waterbury Memorial tourna- 
ment at Meadow Brook. The Hur- 
ricanes are to ride against Pete 
Bostwick’s Bostwick Fieid four. Pete 
will have Clarence (Buddy) Combs, 
Alan L. Corey Jr. and Devereux Mil- 
burn, Jr. as his teammates. 


It was heartening to veteran polo 
followers to see Iglehart back on the 
scene of many former triumphs dur- 
ing the National Open final. Stewart, 
who only recently returned to Long 
Island from Chicago—he’ll return 
to his Florida ranch shortly—has 
not seen action in Long Island polo 
this year, but he probably will ride 
at Meadow Brook next year. Igle- 
hart did a commendable job of um- 
piring, along with Billy Post II. Bill 


Gaylord, veteran polo referee, 
had only high praise for Stewart’s 
work. Iglehart, incidentally, will 


again hook up with Mike Phipps to 
stage the indoor type of polo in 
Miami’s Orange Bowl this winter.
